The  comparatively  large  increase  in  population  in  Wilmslow 
reflects  the  transfer  of  persons  to  the  Manchester  Overspill  Site  in 
Handf  orth. 


II.  MOTHERS  AND  INFANTS 

The  statistics  relating  t®  Mothers  and  Infants  are  given  in 
Table  1,  and  in  general,  repeat  the  pattern  of  previous  years.  However, 
the  Perinatal  mortality  rate  for  Cheadle  and  Gatley  showed  an  unwelcome 
jump  in  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  in  Wilmslow  showed  a slight 

increase  after  the  gratifying  fall  in  1963°  the  increase  is  slight  and 
does  not  give  rise  to  concern. 

By  definition  the  Perinatal  mortality  rate  includes  the  Still- 
births occurring  within  the  area  during  the  year,  and  will  tend  to  be 
high  so  long  as  children  of  birth  weight  of  6 and  12  ozs.  are 
registered  as  Stillbirths 0 


III.  PLACE  OF  BIRTH 

The  place  of  birth  of  notified  births  is  given  in  Table  2, 

A satisfactory  percentage  of  births  still  continues  to  take  place  in 
Hospital  or  private  Nursing  Home. 


I V.  STILLBIRTHS 

The  place  of  birth,  birth  weight,  and  cause  of  death  of  Still- 
births are  given  in  Table  2A. 

The  cause  of  death  has  been  classified  in  accordance  with  the 
International  Statistical  Classification  of  Diseases,  Injury  and 
Causes  of  Death,  but  the  manner  of  classification  might  well  be  made 
the  subject  of  revision. 


V.  DEATH  RATES 

The  number  of  deaths  and  adjusted  death  rates  are  shown  in 
Table  3* 

The  number  of  female  deaths  in  Cheadle  and  Gatley  has  continued 
to  decline  from  the  peak  figure  of  1962.  The  actual  number  of  deaths 
in  Wilmslow  rose  in  1 964*  but  the  numbers  have  been  fairly  constant 
for  a number  of  years  in  spite  of  the  increase  in  population  in  the 
district. 

Details  of  deaths  of  children  dying  under  the  age  of  one  year  are 
given  in  Tables  3A  and  3B.  Of  the  32  infant  deaths  occurring  within 
the  Division  in  1964*  18  occurred  within  three  days  of  birth. 

Congenital  malformation  was  responsible  for  6 of  the  32  deaths.

FOOD  POISONING 

Late  in  the  afternoon  of  Tuesday,  28th  April,  information 
was  received  of  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurring  in  a neighbouring 
Authority  which  were  thought  to  be  caused  by  pies  manufactured 
within  the  Cheadle  and  Gatley  Urban  District, 

During  the  next  day  or  so  n tuner  ous  other  cases  were  reported 
and  in  the  end  a total  of  something  like  250+  persons  were  reported 
as  suffering  from  this  condition. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  the  pies  were  responsible  for  the 
outbreak  as  the  causal  organism.  Salmonella  Typhi  murium,  was 
isolated  from  the  remnants  of  certain  pies  which  became  available 
during  the  course  of  the  investigations.  The  exact  manner  in  which 
the  pies  became  infected  was  never  accurately  determined  but  it  would 
appear  that  the  majority  of  cases  arose  from  consumption  of  pies 
manufactured  on  the  Saturday,  25th  April,  when  over  600  pies  of  various 
types  were  produced.  As  all  types  of  pies,  large  or  small,  beef  or 
pork,  were  involved,  the  most  likely  source  of  infection  was  the 
gelatine  added  to  the  pies  after  cooking.  No  remains  of  the  gelatine 
were  available  for  examination,  but  specimens  of  the  dried  gelatine 
from  which  it  had  been  manufactured  were  examined  and  were  all 
satisfactory. 

Certain  members  of  the  staff  of  the  bakery  were  found  to  be 
suffering  from  the  condition,  but  it  is  difficult  to  know  whether  they 
contaminated  the  gelatine,  or,  more  likely,  were  themselves  infected 
by  consuming  the  products  of  the  shop. 

Extensive  enquiries-  were  carried  out,  both  in  the  shop,  in  the 
abattoirs  where  the  pigs  were  slaughtered  and  in  the  farms  from  which 
the  animals  came,  but  no  definite  source  could  be  traced.  The 
possibility  of  one  of  the  staff  being  the  original  carrier  of  the 
disease  cannot  be  ruled  out  and  the  manner  in  which  the  gelatine 
was  inserted  into  the  pies  would  ensure  that  the  organism  would  be 
widespread. 

The  sale  of  food  from  the  shop  was  abandoned  on  the  morning  of 
Wednesday,  29th  April,  and  no  further  cases  occurred  after  that  time. 

Thanks  are  due  to  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Department 
who  worked  extremely  hard  over  the  period  of  the  outbreak,  and  it  is 
gratifying  to  report  that  their  efforts  were  so  successful  in 
containing  the  outbreak.  The  co-operation  received  from  the  General 
Practitioners,  from  other  Health  Departments  and  particularly  from 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  must  be  the  subject  of  particular 
thanks . 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  quality  of  the  water  in  Cheadle 
and  Gatley  gave  rise  to  concern.  A call  was  received  requesting 
analysis  of  the  water  for  metals  as  a possible  cause  of  a person's, 
illness  within  the  Chealde  and  Gatley  area;  chemical  and

bacteriological  samples  were  taken  at  the  house  on  17th  November  and  the 
chemical  analysis  proved  satisfactory;  the  bacteriological  result  was 
unsatisfactory  (Most  Probable  Number  of  Coliform  Bacilli  - 1 per  100  ml- 
water) | a repeat  sample  of  26th  November  gave  the  same  result <> 

Sampling  over  a slightly  wider  area  on  3rd  December  gave  four  most 
unsatisfactory  results  - three  giving  a MoPoNP  of  5 colifona  organisms/lOO 
ml*,  and  one  of  23/ 1 00  ml.  On  the  8th  Dec ember , 3 of  4 samples  were 
satisfactory  but  one  sample  showed  for  the  first  time  the  presence  of 
faecal  coliform  organisms,  whose  presence  mis  essentially  an  index  of 
recent  faecal  pollution,,  The  finding  of  this  organism  in  water  can 
never  be  safely  ignored'*,-,  MIn  general  terms , the  presence  of  (this 
organism)  denotes  recent  and  possibly  dangerous  excretal  contain- 

mati on oo„««occ „ 

On  17th  Decembers,  of  6 samples  , 4 were  unsatisfactory,  3 showing 
the  presence  of  faecal  coliform  organisms » All  the  samples  so  far  had 
been  from  a comparatively  circumscribed  area,  but  on  the  2l  st  December 
8 samples  were  taken  from  a much  wider  area,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory. 
Efforts  were  again  concentrated  on  the  original  area,  and  between  22nd 
December  and  21  st  January,  of  22  samples  taken,  8 were  unsatisfactory, 

3 showing  the  presence  of  faecal  organisms „ 

Consultation  with  the  Stockport  and  District  Water  Board  was 
continuous  and  a meeting  was  held  with  officials  and  a Member  of  the 
Board  on  2i  st  December*  As  a result  of  the  remedial  actions  taken,  all 
samples  taken  since  27th  January  have  been  satisfactory*,  Samples  taken 
in  Alderley  Edge  and  Wilmslow  were  satisfactory*,  Water  mains  in  the 
region  of  the  unsatisfactory  results  were  disturbed  by  work  on  new 
hydrants  during  the  period  20th  to  25th  November,  1964s,  and  there  was 
heavy  rain  with  some  slight  flooding  in  the  area  during  1 2th  to  1 3th 
December,  1964.

HOUSING 

Slum  Clearance 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  work  was  well  advanced  on  the  building  of  the 
three-storey  block  of  flats  fronting  George  Street  and  South  Grove,  which  are 
primarily  intended  for  rehousing  tenants  of  substandard  houses  in  the  area 
bounded  by  South  Street,  Chapel  Street,  Massey  Street  and  Orme  Street.  The 
latter  properties  are  being  acquired  by  the  Council  by  agreement  with  the  two 
owners  and  it  is  the  Council’s  intention  to  clear  the  site  for  the  provision 
of  further  accommodation  for  rehousing  tenants  of  a second  group  of  unfit  houses. 

No  formal  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year  under  the  Housing  Acts 
regarding  individual  unfit  houses.

Milk  Supply 

The  Cheshire  County  Council  Health  Department  have  undertaken 
an  extensive  system  of  sampling  of  milk  supplies  throughout  the  County 
for  several  years* 

Special  designated  milks  are  submitted  for  the  Statutory  tests, 
and  follow  up  work  in  respect  of  unsatisfactory  samples  is  done  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  and  the  County  Council 
who  are  the  two  licencing  authorities „ 

Routine  sampling  is  also  regularly  done  by  the  County  Council 
of  all  supplies  of  milk  sold  raw  to  the  public  for  brucella  abortus 
organisms,  which  can  produce  the  condition  of  undulant  fever  in  humans. 

Of  9 bulk  samples  taken  from  the  one  dairy  herd  in  the  District 
coming  in  this  category,  all  proved  negative  for  brucella  abortus. 

Food  Premises 

Regular  routine  inspections  have  been  made  of  all  premises  where 
food  is  handled  and  informal  action  has  satisfactorily  dealt  with  any 
contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  found.

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  spate  of  new  public  health  legislation  continued  during 
the  year  with  a new  Housing  Act  and  an  Act  to  control  the  welfare 
of  office  and  shop  workers;  the  Housing  Act  gave  local  authorities 
limited  powers  to  compel  improvement  of  older  houses,  although  its 
complicated  provisions  seemed  to  make  further  legislation  inevitable. 
The  Offices  and  Shops  Act  followed  the  recommendations  of  the  1949 
Gowers  Committee  and  provided  a charter  of  welfare  for  3826  people 
employed  in  offices  and  shops  within  our  district.  Active  measures 
were  being  taken  before  the  end  of  the  year  to  enforce  the  provisions 
of  both  these  Acts,- 

Three  other  aspects  of  the  department’s  work  perhaps  merit, 
special  mention,-  Work  on  smoke  control  started  again  after  a period 
of  uncertainty  about  supplies  of  smokeless  fuel,  and  by  July  1963 
more  than  half  cur  residents  will  live  in  areas  free  from  pollution 
by  smoke  and  grime , A programme  started  two  years  ago  to  clear  a 
number  of  unfit  houses  in  the  area  was  almost  completed  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  and  a further  95  houses  were  listed  to  be  dealt  with 
in  1965  and  19 66,  The  number  of  food  shops  and  other  food  premises 
in  the  district  continued  to  increase,  and  although  many  routine 
visits  were  made  they  were  interrupted  to  an  undesirable  extent 
when  we  were  without  a second  additional  inspector  for  six  months. 

Much  of  the  work  described  in  the  report  required  the  help  or 
advice  from  time  to  time  of  other  officers  of  the  Council,  and  I am 
grateful  for  their  ready  co-operation „

Water  Courses 

A small  watercourse  at  the  rear  of  Hall  Moss  Lane  was 
polluted  by  sewage  from  five  houses  which  received  only  crude 
treatment  before  discharge  into  the  stream.  The  Public  Analyst 
reported  on  one  of  the  discharges  "an  unsatisfactory  final 
effluent".  Notices  were  served  on  the  owners  under  Section  39 
of  the  Public  Health  Act  requiring  the  drainage  systems  to  be 
connected  to  the  Public  sewer s and  work  had  been  completed  in 
four  out  of  five  cases  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Chorlton  Brook  remained  polluted  and  efforts  to  improve 
the  quality  of  this  stream  will  be  made  when  the  Gheadle  Main 
Drainage  Scheme  has  been  completed.

A Clearance  Order  made  in  1 961  affecting  35$  37  and  41  Hulme  Hall 
Road  was  revoked  during  the  year  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  24  of  the  Housing  Act  1 961  to  enable  the  owners  to  reconstruct 
and  improve  the  houses . 

Proposals  were  also  submitted  by  the  owners  of  47  and  49$  Old  Road,

The  Housing  Act,  1 $6k  have  local  authorities  power  to  require  the 
improvement  of  tenanted  property  with  the  consent  of  the  tenant , and  it 
is  hoped  that  this  will  quicken  the  pace  of  improvement  in  the  several 
hundred  houses  in  the  district  which,  although  soundly  built,  lack 
amenities 0 Bringing  these  houses  up  to  modern  standards  will  prevent 
them  degenerating  into  the  unfit  category  and  the  need  to  renew  them  at 
public  expense . 

As  an  initial  step  plans  were  being  prepared  at  the  end  of  the  year 
to  declare  the  houses  in  Jackson  Street/Platt  Street/Cromer  Road,  Cheadle 
an  Improvement  Area  under  Section  1 3 of  the  Act „

OFFICES  „ SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT  1963 

Most  of  the  Act  came  into  force  on  the  1st  August „ Its  provisions 
relating  to  the  welfare  of  office  workers  were  the  first  of  their  kind  and 
at  the  same  time  existing  protection  for  shop  workers  was  strengthened. 
Section  60(i ) requires  local  authorities  to  submit  an  annual  report  to  the 
Minister  of  Labour  on  their  work  under  the  Act,  and  the  substance  of  the 
Council's  report  for  1964  is  repeated  below0 

" Registration  of  Premises 

During  the  year,  known  employers  of  office  and  shop  workers  were 
informed  of  theix  obligation  to  register  their  premises  and  asked  to 
complete  the  prescribed  form  giving  details  of  numbers  of  workers  etc. 

380  shops,  113  offices  and  41  other  premises  were  registered,,  The 
number  of  persons  employed  in  these  places  was  3s 326  = 1,1 89  of  these 
in  the  offices  of  a single  company . 

It  is  believed  that  a high  percentage  of  premises  affected  by  the 
Act  have  been  registered  and  any  outstanding  should  be  revealed  in  the 
course  of  routine  survey  and  inspection . 

After  publicity  early  in  the  year,  employers  soon  forgot  their 
responsibility  to  send  the  Council  details  of  new  premises,  and  it  would 
help  in  keeping  accurate  records  if  employers  were  reminded  periodically 
of  their  obligations,  perhaps  through  the  media  of  television  or  the  press. 
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Enforcement 


The  Council  appointed  its  four  public  health  inspectors  to  enforce 
those  parts  of  the  Act  for  which  it  is  responsible  and,  until  an  initial 
general  inspection  has  been  made  of  all  the  premises  concerned,  it  is 
expected  that  about  a quarter  of  the  working  day  of  three  inspectors  will 
be  concerned  with  offices  and  shops. 

Progress  in  inspecting  premises 

Although  most  of  the  Act  became  operative  on  the  1st  August,  1964, 
official  guidance  on  its  provisions  was  not  given  until  later  in  the  year 
and  the  first  inspections  were  not  made  until  November,  Before  the  end  of 
the  year  68  premises  had  received  a general  inspection  and  the  contra- 
ventions listed  below  had  been  drawn  to  the  attention  of  the  occupiers  of

It  is  hoped  that  all  registered  premises  will  be  visited  at  least 
once  before  the  end  of  1965- 

Provisions  of  the  Act  which  seem  likely  to  cause  difficulty  in 
enforcement  are  those  relating  to  secure  fencing  of  certain  dangerous 
machines,  and  those  concerning  the  adequate  lighting  of  premises. 

Fencing  of  Dangerous  Machinery 

Some  food  slicing  machines  seen  in  shops  were  not  adequately 
protected  to  standards  set  out  in  the  advisory  circular  issued  by  the 
Ministry,  One  manufacturer  of  such  a machine  maintained  that  the 
recommended  method  of  guarding  would  be  impracticable,  and  the  facts 
were  drawn  to  the  attention  of  the  appropriate  officer  of  the  Ministry, 
Generally,  the  position  appears  to  be  that  manufacturers  are  not  able 
to  supply  guards  to  the  standard  advised  in  Ministry  Circular  7 
(Supplement  No,  4)  at  present. 
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Lighting 

The  Act  requires  that  suitable  and  sufficient  lighting  be 
provided  and  it  is  noted  that  while  no  minimum  standards  are 

laid  down  in  the  Act,  the  Minister  has  power  to  make  regulations 
prescribing  standards.  So  far  as  office  premises,  in  particular , 
are  concerned  it  is  considered  that  minimum  standards,  varying 
according  to  the  type  of  work  done,  would  assist  in  obtaining 
better  lighting  and  in  obtaining  a degree  of  uniformity  in 
interpreting  "suitable  and  sufficient". 

Accidents. 

Two  accidents  to  employees  were  reported  by  employers  in 
accordance  with  Section  4-8  where  the  injured  person  was  prevented 
from  doing  his  normal  work  for  more  than  three  days.  In  one  case 
the  cause  of  injury  was  a fall  and  in  the  second  case  the  injured 
person  was  struck  by  a falling  object.  Neither  incident  warranted 
further  action. 

First  Aid  Facilities 

The  Company  employing  1 ,1 89  persons  in  its  offices  applied 
to  the  Council  for  exemption  from  the  requirement  to  provide  first 
aid  equipment  on  the  ground  that  a properly  equipped  first  aid  room, 
in  the  charge  of  a doctor,  was  available  nearby  in  the  premises  of 
an  associated  company.  The  Council  granted  the  application  on 
condition  that  emergency  first  aid  supplies  were  sited  at  certain 
points  in  the  applicant's  premises. 

Drinking  Water 

The  requirement  that  a wholesome  supply  of  drinking  water 
should  be  provided  together  with  facilities  for  rinsing  drinking 
utensils,  is  apparently  satisfied  if  hand  washing  facilities  are 
available  in  the  annex  between  a W.C.  compartment  and  the  working 
part  of  the  registered  premises.  Such  an  arrangement  is  contrary 
to  principles  of  hygiene  which  the  Council  are  concerned  should  be 
widely  known  and  practiced.

An  exhibition  was  held  in.  Cheadle  Institute  during  April,  to 
show  householders  affected  by  Order  No-  6 the  type  of  heating 
appliances  they  were  being  asked  to  install?  The  Chairman  of  the 
Council  opened  the  Exhibition  and  over  a thousand  visitors  were 
given  advice  on  appliances,  fuels  and  grants . The  benefits  of  the

At  the  end  of  December , 736  estimates  had  been  approved  for 
the  provision  of  433  gas  fires , 265  closed  heaters , 223  underfloor 
draught  fires,  46  electric  storage  heaters  and  central  heating  in 
147  rooms  at  an  "approved11  cost  of  £55$ 308 5 0o  The  Council 
usually  contribute  seven-tenths  of  the  "approved"  cost,  but  in  7 
cases  where  hardship  was  proved  the  Council  exercised  their  right 
under  the  Act  to  increase  their  contribution  to  1 Gffifo  of  the  approved 
cost,  a total  of  £469?  l6o09  Four-sevenths  of  the  Council’s  costs 
incurred  in  private  dwellings  are  recovered  fro®  the  Exchequer* 

It  is  expected  that  the  total  amount  spent  on  heating  in  the 
sixth  area  will  Tb®  about  £200,000  and  the  sum  is  indicative  of  the 
revolution  taking  place  in  domestic  heating,  given  impetus  by  the 
advent  of  smoke  control,  but  having  its  roots  in  the  demand  for 
better  home  heating. 

Industrial  and  Other  Sources  of  Pollution 

Section  10  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  enables  a local  authority  to 
control,  the  height  of  new  chimneys  (other  than  those  for  dwelling- 
houses,  shops  or  offices)  to  prevent,  so  far  as  practicable,  pollution 
by  smoke  or  gases « The  section  provides  the  only  means  at  present  of 
reducing  pollution  by  sulphur  dioxide  from  large  new  coal  or  oil 
burning  plants.  Proposals  for  new  chimneys  are  examined  with  this  in 
mind  and  heights  of  two  new  chimneys  were  agreed  at  70 5 after- 
discussions  with  the  owners „ 

In  three  cases  operators  of  -diesel  lorries  were  asked  to  have 
the  engines  tested  and  adjusted  after  the  vehicles  had  been  observed 
to  emit  excessive  smoke*  Statutory  control  of  pollution  by  road 
vehicles  is  exercised  by  the  Police  under  the  Hoad  Traffic  Act  and 
Regulations  which  are  not  concerned  with  the  public  health  aspects 
of  pollution,. 

Representations  were  made  to  British  Railways  concerning  two 
railway  engines  which  had  been  seen  to  emit  black  smoke  * 

Measurement  of  Air  Pollution 

The  graphs  shew  the  average  monthly  concentration  of  smoke  and 
sulphur  dioxide  at  Oheadl©  and  at  Heald  Green  since  measurements  were 
started  in  December  1963?  The  high  winter  levels  are  typical  of  many 
urban  areas  where  most  pollution.  Is  from  dwellings,  and  statistic® 
prepared  by  the  Department  of  Industrial  & Scientific  Research  show 
that  pollution  near  ground  level,  is  as  high  in  the  smaller  towns  as  in 
big  cities.  Peak  times  of  pollution  coincide  with  cold  foggy  weather 
when  its  effect  ©n  health  is  most  harmful,.  There  will  be  a levelling

Canned  Meat 

Last  year  the  Council  instituted  proceedings  under  Section  2 of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955  regarding  the  sale  of  a tin  of  steak  and 
gravy,  alleging  that  it  was  not  of  the  quality  demanded  in  that  it 
contained  only  60%  of  meat,  whereas  the  Public  Analyst  considered  it 
should  contain  75% * The  importers  were  convicted  and  fined  £3  with 
£5*5*0®  costs,  and  they  appealed  against  conviction.  On  the  20th  April 
1964  the  Divisional  Court  (Lord  Parker,  C„J®,  Philliraore  and  Webb) 
dismissed  the  appeal  with  costs. 

The  Food  Standards  Committee  made  recommendations  in  1 962 
regarding  the  composition  and  labelling  of  meat  products,  and 
implementation  of  the  recommendations  would  do  much  to  safeguard  the 
interests  of  the  consumer.  In  the  meantime,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
case  taken  by  the  Council  will  have  far-reaching  effects  on  the  quality 
of  large  amounts  of  this  type  of  imported  food® 
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Drugs  c 

Eight  samples  of  drugs  available  normally  only  on  prescription  by 
a doctor  were  examined  by  the  Public  Analyst  and  found  satisfactory  * 

Milk, 

40  samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  traces  of  penicillin,  used  in 
the  treatment  of  cows  suffering  from  mastitis,  and  more  than  1 *0  inter- 
national unit  per  ml.  of  milk  was  found  in  one  sample.  The  presence  of 
penicillin  in  milk  could  have  harmful  effects  on  consumers,  and  the  Milk 
Marketing  Board  were  informed  of  the  breach  of  their  contract  with  the 
farmer. 

Pesticide  residues. 

Pesticides  are  used  extensively  in  agriculture,  but  no  contamin- 
ation was  found  by  the  Public  Analyst  in  the  four  samples  of  fresh  fruit 
or  vegetables  which  he  examined  for  this  purpose. 

Food  complaints. 

Eleven  complaints  were  received  of  foreign  objects  or  insects  in 
food,  and  six  complaints  of  mouldy  food  were  made.  Retailers  and 
manufacturers  concerned  were  given  the  opportunity  of  examining  the  food 
and  were  asked  to  give  their  opinion  on  the  cause  of  contamination,  and  on 
steps  which  might  be  taken  to  prevent  a recurrence.  After  careful 
consideration  of  all  the  circumstances,  the  Council  authorised  proceedings 
in  the  following  cases 

Bread  Rolls,  (mouldy  when  purchased).  Proceedings  instituted  under 

Section  2 of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955  against  the  company 
supplying  the  retailer.  The  suppliers  were  fined  £20,0.0, 

Tinned  Meat,  (containing  house  fly).  Proceedings  instituted  under 
Section  2 of  the  Act  against  the  importers  of  the  food,  who 
were  fined  £20, 0.-0 . and  £3,18.0.  costs. 

Chocolates  and  Sweets,  (contaminated  with  Australian  Spider  Beetles  and 
larvae  of  cocao  moth) . Proceedings  instituted  under  Section  8 
of  the  Act  after  1 0?  packets  of  chocolates  and  sweets  had  been 
seized  from  a shop  and  taken  before  a Justice  of  the  Peace  who 
gave  an  order  for  their  destruction.  The  retailers  were  fined 
£20,0.0,  and  £3,3,0,  costs. 

Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  at  the  two  slaughterhouses  in  the 
district  during  the  last  five  years  is  given  below.  The  diseases  encount- 
ered and  the  number  of  carcases  and  parts  of  carcases  and  organs  found  to 
be  unfit  are  shown  in  the  tables  on  pages  43,  44  and  45 » The  number  of 
animals  slaughtered  showed  a slight  decrease  compared  with  last  year,  but 
is  still  substantially  higher  than  for  the  years  before  1963*

A short  series  of  talks  on  food  hygiene  was  given  to  food  handlers 
employed  in  the  kitchen  of  Cheadle  Royal  Hospital  during  the  year. 

Contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  were  noted 
in  31  instances  and  informal  action  was  taken  to  secure  compliance  with  the 
regulations.  The  standard  of  hygiene  in  food  shops  and  other  premises  where 
food  is  handled  depends  in  too  many  cases  on  frequent  visits  by  officers  of 
the  department,  and  staff  shortages  during  part  of  the  year  interrupted  the 
routine  of  regular  visits. 

At  the  time  of  the  outbreak  of  typhoid  in  Aberdeen,  the  Ministry  of 
Health  recommended  the  withdrawal  from  sale  of  large  tins  of  corned  beef 
produced  at  certain  establishments  in  South  America,  and  many  visits  were 
made  to  shops  for  this  purpose. 
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Bacteriological  swabs  were  taken  from  washed  crockery  and 
utensils  at  five  catering  establishments , The  report  on  swabs  from 
two  such  establishments  is  given  below*  Swabs  taken  at  the  same  time 
from  crockery  known  to  be  clean  gave  readings  of  8,  1 and  2 colonies 
per  5 ml»  rinse.  Readings  of  under  5 were  considered  good,  and  under 
10  satsfactorys-

Reports  were  unsatisfactory  on  27  out  of  34  swabs  taken  for 
the  first  time,  and  in  a second  series  9 out  of  40  were  unsatisfactory. 
Before  the  second  series  was  t<aken,  washing  up  methods  were  examined 
and  improved  where  possible.  In  the  case  of  the  factory  canteen,  for 
example,  a mechanical  dish  washing  plant  replaced  hand  washing  with 
good  results.  Poor  results  are  usually  caused  by  a combination  of 
dirty  washing  up  water  and  drying  cloths. 

Section  1 6 , 

This  section  of  the  Act  requires  all  premises  where  ice-cream  is 
made  or  sold,  and  where  meat  products  are  made,  to  be  registered.  The 
Council  have  power  to  cancel  or  refuse  registration  of  unsuitable 
premises.  The  premises  listed  below  were  registered  during  the  year 
after  work  had  been  carried  out  where  necessary.

One  large  dairy  is  licensed  for  the  pasteurisation*  sterilization, 
and  sale  of  milk,  and  34  premises  are  licensed  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed 
milk,  A table  is  given  showing  results  of  routine  sampling  of  milk  at  the 
dairy  from  shops*  retailers  vehicles,  and  schools.  Two  out  of  140  samples 
of  pasteurised  milk  failed  to  pass  the  methylene  blue  (keeping  quality)  test 
and  four  out  of  22  samples  of  untreated  milk  also  failed  this  test.  The 
high  proportion  of  failure  in  untreated  milk  was  an  unsatisfactory  feature 
of  retail  milk  sales  during  the  year.  Methods  of  storage  and  distribution 
were  examined  with  the  help  of  the  retailers  concerned,  and  in  one  case  the 
Milk  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  made  an 
exhaustive  investigation  of  production  methods  at  the  farm  concerned. 

Two  samples  of  milk  taken  by  the  County  Council  from  sources  in  the 
district  were  found  to  be  infected  with  organisms  of  brucella  abortus,  which 
can  cause  undulant  fever  in  man.  The  two  samples  were  produced  in  the 
district,  and  by  arrangement  with  the  farmer  concerned  the  milk  from  the 
herd  concerned  was  sent  to  a dairy  for  heat  treatment  until  the  infected 
animal  was  identified  and  sent  for  slaughter. 


Milk  (General)  Regulations  1959° 

Regular  samples  of  washed  bottles  from  the  bottle  washing  plant  of 
the  dairy  producing  pasteurised  and  sterilized  milk  were  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  examination.  All  the  reports  were  satisfactory. 


Ice  Cream, 

Thirty  six  samples  were  forwarded  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
examination.  Twenty  four  were  reported  as  Grade  1 * nine  were  Grade  2,  two 
were  Grade  3*  and  one  was  Grade  4.  Grades  1 and  2 are  regarded  as  satisfactory 
and  3 and  4 need  investigation.  Two  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  were 
produced  outside  the  district,  and  the  necessary  enquiries  were  made  in 
these  cases  by  the  local  authorities  concerned. 


Cream. 


Three  samples  of  cream  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
examination,  and  two  failed  the  methylene  blue  test.  Cream  has  a poor  shelf 
life,  and  retailers  were  advised  about  turnover  of  stock  and  storage 
arrangements .

All  licenced  premises  were  visited  during  the  year,  and  licencees 
asked  to  comply  with  the  Acts  or  Conditions  of  Licence  where  this  was 
found  necessary. 

Fourteen  underground  storage  tanks  installed  more  than  twenty 
years  ago  were  pressure  tested  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  conditions  of  licence®  Four  were  found  to  he  defective  and 
licencees  were  asked  to  make  them  safe  by  filling  with  cement  slurry 
or "de-gas sing"  them  before  removal  from  the  premises. 

Three  new  underground  storage  tanks,  with  a total  capacity  of 
9000  gallons,  were  installed  at  a filling  station  in  accordance  with 
the  Council’s  specification,  which  is  based  on  Home  Office  recommendations. 


Animal  Boarding  Establishment  Act  1963° 

The  Act  requires  local  authorities  to  licence  premises  for 
boarding  cats  or  dogs  which  are  suitable  as  regards  construction, 
size  of  quarters,  number  of  occupants,  exercising  facilities,  temperature, 
lighting,  ventilation  and  cleanliness®  There  is  one  boarding  establishment 
in  the  district  in  Blossoms  Lane,  Woodford,  and  the  Council  granted  a 
licence  for  the  year  after  considering  a report  on  the  premises®  Isolation 
facilities  for  sick  animals  and  fire-fighting  equipment  were  provided  in 
compliance  with  a condition  of  licence®  Disposal  of  sewage  from  these  and 
other  premises  in  Blossoms  Lane  gave  rise  to  some  concefn;  there  is  no 
sewer  available,  and  drainage  is  to  a ditch  with  very  little  flow  of  water® 


Town  Police  Clauses  Act  1847° 

Applications  for  hackney  carriage  licences  (enabling  vehicles  to 
ply  for  hire  within  the  urban  district)  were  received  in  respect  of 
eight  vehicles,  and  arrangements  were  made  to  have  these  examined  by 
the  Traffic  Department  of  the  Cheshire  Constabulary  for  mechanical 
soundness®  Unsatisfactory  reports  were  received  in  four  cases,  and 
licences  were  issued  for  the  remaining  four  vehicles.  Drivers  were 
also  tested  by  the  Police® 

It  appears  that  the  vehicles  which  failed  the  test  could  still  be 
used  for  private  hire,  and  as  the  use  of  both  classes  of  vehicles  is  to 
carry  the  public  on  their  journeys,  it  seems  that  the  interests  of 
travellers  would  best  be  served  by  extending  the  law  to  cover  private 
hire  cars.

Hairdressers  and  Barbers® 

Hairdressers  and  Barbers  are  subject  to  registration  under  the  Act

ANIMAL  BOARDING-  ESTABLISHMENT  ACT,  1963 

Under  the  above  Act  no  person  may  keep  a boarding  establishment  for 
animals  except  under  a Licence  granted  by  the  local  authority. 

During  1964  five  licences  were  issued  after  inspections  had  been 
made  and  certain  improvements  effected. 

The  maximum  accommodation  for  boarding  animals  at  the  five  establish- 
ments amounts  to:  dogs  - 340,  cats  - 48;  with  restrictions,  in  some  cases, 

during  the  winter  months.

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

This  Act,  which  makes  provision  for  the  safety,  health  and  welfare 
of  persons  employed  in  offices  and  shops,  comes  into  operation  in  steps, 
but  between  the  1st  May  and  the  31  st  July  1964,  employers  were  required 
to  register  their  premises  with  the  authority  responsible  for  administering 
the  Act. 

The  response  to  this  requirement  was  not  good  and  from  August  to  the 
end  of  the  year  a great  deal  of  time  had  to  be  spent*  in  obtaining  the 
necessary  registration  forms  from  employers  who  had  failed  to  fulfil  their 
statutory  obligations.

SHOP  ACTS  1950 

The  Council  became  responsible  for  administering  the  provisions 
of  the  above  Act  and  the  Regulations  made  thereunder  from  the  1 st  April 
1965. 

This  Act  deals  with  such  matters  as  the  general  closing  hour  cf 
shops,  assistants'  half  holidays,  the  weekly  half  holiday,  early  closing, 
the  employment  of  young  persons,  Sunday  trading  and  a number  of  other 
provi sions . 

These  duties,  which  were  previously  performed  by  the  Officers  of 
the  Chechire  County  Council,  are  now  the  responsibility  of  your  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector*
